Aa with 
drugs and other foreign substances, 
the presence of alcohol In the body 
calls for vital energy to free Itaelf from 
the Intruder. Too frequently this ex- 
hibition of vital resistance la mistaken 
for Increased vital energy, and thus 
many are led astray. 

Let us understand that dead matter 
never acts upon living matter. Living, 
organic matter la the only active agent 
la all the relations of physical life. An 
animal organism cannot appropriate 
Inorganic substances, of which alcohol 
la one, being a narcotic poison. It con- 
tains no element of nutrition, robs the 
tissues of the body, even cremating the 
red corpuscles of the blood and para- 
lysing the Inhibitory centers of the 
brain. It la well known that on ail 
plant life and the lower forma of ani- 
mal life alcohol acta as a rapid and 
fatal poison. The uselessness and In 
jurloua effects when used as a remedy 
are shown by Derelra, Rchmeldeburg, 
Bunge, Cushlng and others, In which 
respect a great change baa taken place 
during the past 60 years. 

When the medical profession teaches 
the world the exact scientific truth of 
the relation of alcohol to the living or-

THE HOME. 

HOUSEKEEPER 'S CLUB. 
About twenty five ladies of the 
Housekeeper's Club met July 1, at 
4 p.m. at the Nichol'a House, Mrs. 
Morgan Ramsey in the chair. 

Prof. E. \V. Todd gave us a most 
instructive talk ou " drinking water." 
He prefaced his talk by explaining 
that disease germs wore not worms, 
however much they might souutl 
alike, but were little microscopic 
plants which fed upon decaying mat 
ter, either vegetable or animal. If 
decaying vegetables be thrown out 
where the rain can carry some of their 
poison through the soil to the well, 
this would form food for any disease 
germs that might enter the water, 
and they multiplying would be car- 
ried into our stomachs with our 
drinking water, and, if conditions iu 
the human system were favorable to 
their development, the individual be 
came a victim of typhoid fever or 
some kindred disease. If, on the 
other hand, the germ found nothing 
in the well or in our system to feed 
upon, it would die. 

Prof Todd illustrated in a most 
telling manner the rapidity iu which 
surface water could carry with it 
what might !>e cast out on the sur- 
face or buried a short distance be 
neath it. A well alwut fifteen feet 
deep had been built at Prof Mason's 
barn. A day or two before com- 
mencement. Prof Todd measured a 
distance of 100 teet from the well, 
and there buried a peck of salt about 
two feet below the surface. A heavy 
rein occurred immediately afterward, 
and the next day a little salt could lie 
detected in the well water ami the 
second day considerable. 

Filters to cisterns unless cleaned 
every ten days, are apt to gather M 
accumulation of filth that will feed 
disease germs. 

Wells are not desirable in any 
community where people live so near 
together that each one can not guard 
carefully the ground surrounding his 
well to a considerable radius, ltain 
being distilled and roblied of 
is far better for drinking 
purposes. The ladies felt that they 
were greatly indebted to Prof Todd 
for the valuable information. 

The remainder of the session was 
taken up with the discussion of a bill 
of fare for one day, together with the 
cost per persou. One lady submitted 
a bill of fare at a -osl of 10J cents per 
person, and auother at 13 4 cents per 
per person. The latter lady remarked 
that she saved enough from esch 
meal to be worked uo in an appetis- 
ing way for the next meal to bring 
her estimate down to 10 or U cents 
This remark suggested the topic for 
our next meeting, July S, MOT, viz: 
How can we make appetizing dishes 
from the food left over from any 
meal! We have all had some ex- 
perience in this ami a penny saved in 
this direction is well worth our con- 
sideration. We invite every house- 
keeper who is not receiving the in- 
spiration of these meetings to become 
one of us and to aid us with her ex-

It is impossible to crush rock into 
«i/e* varying all the way from fine 
dust to pices |., r , inches in dismeter 
and then use this material, unsorted, 
to make a solid, unyielding natd. The 
materials, when laid down st ooos, 
with sll si/es mixed, will not pack ao 
as not to work up Itsste with (he travel 
upon it, sod (hi. is the mam reason 
why more solid roads cannot he built 
from earth. 

Crushed risk must lie carefully 
separated into nearly uniform si/«s 
by meaus of screens and the different 
grades applied to Ihe rostl in layers. 

When s later is made of ody a 
single si/e of pieces these may Iss 
brought together by packing so that 
all touch and press firmly against 
one auother. If, now, s grade ia used 
of smaller pieces, such a* will work 
readily into the ixires left between 
the angles ol the larger ones, press- 
ing hard ii|M>u all sides, a still more 
staple layer will be formed. If it 
w.re practicable lo follow this method 
step by step there woultl lie repro 
ducts! a nearly solid nsrk from Ihe 
fragments made ami the mtist sub 
stantial of roads built.

The shs|s- of the materials used in 
road building has important hearings 
ou the quality of the rtaid The liest 
form is that which approaches most 
closely to the cube, with broad, Hat 
faces, sharp angles, and having the 
saiii" diameter iu three directions, 
h'raguieiits of this form jsick most 
reaiiily, and, as the broad, Hat faces 
set agaiust each other, the frKgmeiits 
do not so readily turn under the ■ 
wheel or horses' feel and withstand a 
heavier load without crushing. 

Where sands anil gravels are used 
in road building, those of glacial 
origin, which nre much sharper and 
more angular than water worn types, 
are much to ls« preferred, for the sun 
pie reason that, when packed together, 
they give a more rigid Ixsly and 
itronger binding Beach gravels uue£ 
sands cannot Im held rigidly by any 
ordiuary cementing material, liecause, 
with the rountl, smooth surfaces, 
there is little opportunity for any 
locking.

Where crushed rock is used in the 
building of roads it is important that 
these materials be clean and free from 
dirt, clay ami rubbish of any sort. So^ 
with gravel or sand ; wheu these life 
called for they should be clean. In 
general, anything which works against 
uniformity of material should be 
avoided Drainage Journal.
